face. Prof, young- was called awa^- from 
hlB work, but returned in less tlian half- 
aa-hour. lie "thou, to his aiua/.oniont, 
found that the ;,'reat cloud liad been liter- 
t^redliuto frjigmouts by au ex- 
fl&FbeMeSth:* The small round- 
ed cloud bad changed in shape, as if the 
e.\pulsion had taken place through it, and 
all that remained of ilio large cloud was 
fk stream of ascending fragments, averag- 
ing, about tliroe thousand miles in leugtli 
anu : about thros lunidrod in breadth.

Appealing Home- 
Twice during the present year has 
British Columbia beou, to apeak li- 
guratively, at llic foot of tlio Throne, 
— once as potitiouor, once an respou- 
dent. In tlie firnt, as the reader iH 
aware, to bo intensely li^jurative, she 
presented lior.self at tlio foot of the 
Throne in the person of Mr. AValkoni, 
praying the Qaiaen to compel Oanada 
to fulfil tlieRfiilway Bohd; and, so far 
as wo are aware, she may bo tliero 
still. It i.s known, however, tliiit Co- 
lumbia haK l)Con told to accept thank- 
fully that whicli Canada had offered, 
and that the conduct of tlio hitter 
throughout the unfortunate dispute 
had met with Imperial approval. So 
much for that appeal. The Kecond 
appeal has boon made by Canada 
againtit the action of Culuiubia in re- 
gard to Indian huids; and it remains to 
be seen wliether in this case also tlie 
Royal verdict will be given against this 
misgoverned Province. There can be 
little difficulty, however, in accurately 
forecasting tho result of this appeal 
home. It is well known how very .sen- 
sitive the (^uoen is about whatever af- 
fects the interests of her red children 
in North America. Without any de- 
sire to anticipate'corresporfdence which 
caunot long be kept from tho public 
eye, avo will not be violatin^^r conli- 
dcnce v.dien wo state thiit the Local 
Governuient liave acted in a manner 
but too well calculated to bring the 
Province into disgjrace both at Ottawa 
and at Po-wning-Btroet. Not only 
liave they exhibited the most beggarly 
parsimony in respect to the area of 
the proiJosed Indian Reserves, but 
tliey have prevuricatod and broken 
faith to ane.xteutbut too well calcu- 
lated to destroy all confidence on thu 
part of the Indians and, "it is ' gif atly 
to be feared, seriously to diminish tho 
influence of those appointed to treat 
■Mrith'them. It is hardly possiljlo to 
doubt, in view of facts which have 
come to our knowledge, that the con- 
duct of tho Local Government will bo 
severely condemned at honK). It is noi 
agreeable task for a Britisa fcolumbiau' 
to take up the pen against tho cause 
of his own Province; but it sliould not 
be forgotten that in both of tho instan- 
ces advortod to it w.'is not tho cause of 
tho country, but of ]\Iinistoi'.i wlio secur- 
ed oiUcu by frauil and wliu posKCSMod 
neither thoconfldence the nor aymjiathy of 
the people. In uayiug that in both of 
these oases the great preponderance uf 
intelligent public thought" strongly dis- 
approved of the course taken hy tho lo- 
cal Government, wo ouly state what every 
intelligent man must know and what 
every honest man will admit. Tlioro is u 
"lower and, perhaps, more praotioal ground 
upon which the conduct of the Local 
Govornient will bo very generally con- 
demned 1)3' all classes. It is known tluit 
through the iiurvorse folly of Ministers 
tho country has lost fur ony season at 
anyrate the udviiutugcs of railway con- 
struction and ox])encliture, which nught 
safely bo set down at two millions. JJy 
their refusal to come to any reasonable 
arrangement about Indian Reservations, 
Ministers are preventing tho inaugura- 
tion by the Dominion of an Indian policy 
under which certainly not less than a 
quarter of a million woidd b.e annually 
dispensed in theis Province. Upon tho 
basis of tho treaty made with .^le Indians 
in the North-West Territory, liistpiiinmer, 
there would bo dispensed about half a 
million tho^fhst year. It is tho bestowal 
of sucli buh.stantial benefits as thcoo that 
tho Local (rovcrninent aro postponing — 
benelits which would not leave a poor 
man or an idlo one in the country. It is 
the boast of Mimisters that they havo 
borrowed three hundred thousand dollars 
and expended it. But, had they oidy 
acted with onliniu'v c.ninion souse and 
business tact, iiemly ton times tluit 
amount would have been expended, with- 
out incuring any debt, upon works lha 
very coiumeuccment of which would havo 
acted like magic upon the eoiudry. 

Recognizing* the Situation- 

Tho Portland (^Oregon) Board -^o^ 
Trade held a meeting on the 16th inst. , 
at which resolutions wero passed de- 
claratory of the urgency and impor- 
tance of the early completion of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad and admo- 
nishiug members of Senate and Con- 
gress to extend needful hejp in order 
to the attainment of, that object,. t^TUo 
President protem. prp,9e?<5ejd,.to sppolc 
in favour of the resoiutionsiand in the 
oqurae of his remarks he said that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway would aqoh 
"be commenced and pushed forward to 
completion, "and in such event Vic- 
toria would become tho leading City of 
tho NorLh-wost and woulrl command 
tlio business of tlie State, unless tho 
Northern I'acilic roatl be completed 
first." Here is an admission tho full 
import of which was probably not re- 
alized by the man who uttered it, but 
^vhich ought not to bo lost upon Cana- 
dians. ■ This admission, niade by men 
interested in jjromoting a rival sclionio, 
wo respectfully coniiueiul to the ul- 
teutiou of tho Dominion Government. 
It should operate as an,. a^Ldiii^fial in- 
centive to energetic action, Wc would 
not desire to be laderstood as regard- 
ing the Northern Pacific in the light of 
injiu'ious rivalry, although I'ocogni/.ing 
the importance of being lirst. In f)r- 
dor to bo lirst it will, we are convinc- 
ed, only be neoCB^j to-^^ake au im- 
mediate and bold coinnieiiceraent on 
this coast aa well as at tho eastern 
end, for that would uiidoubtedly have 
tlio efi'oct of paralyziiif,' the rival Hcheino. 
Thai, tho Xcrthcin I'acilic woiiUI ulti- 
, uiatoJy bo coinijloted avo boo no reason 



juriously to our own, wo see no reason 
to apprehend. With the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and especially with 
Esquiiualt as the Terminus, our neigh- 
bours correctly s-eo YictorLa rising to 
be tho "leadiug City of tho North- 
YN'cst," — tho great commercial en- 
trepot of the North Piicilic, Therefor, 
hurry forward tho ('.'luiidian Pacilic 
IJailwny I
